FLOODING has forced the 
owner of a clothes shop to 
close for several weeks. 

Ladieswear store Nicholsons, 
on Fore Hill, Ely, was swamped 
after a storm pushed rainwater 
through the door. 

Staff arrived to open up the next 
morning and at first thought only a 
quick mop-up was needed. 

But the flood - caused after a nearby 
drain burst - had actually caused 
damage running into thousands of 
pounds, and the shop had to close. 

Claire Nicholson, company director, 
said: “I am not sure how much water 
we had inside, but it was a lot. 

“By the time we came in the 
following morning, most of it had 
gone but the damage had obviously 
been done overnight.” 

She added: “We completely lost our 
IT system, most of the walls need re¬ 
plastering and there is water damage 
to staircases and woodwork. 

“Luckily, most of the clothes were 
off ground level so very few were 
affected, but there were items, like 
shoes, which were destroyed. 

“It really is devastating as we put so 
much time and money into making 
everything about the shop’s interior 
and fixtures just perfect and now it is 
all going to have to be re-done. But we 
will sort it and we will be back.” 


The building’s landlady is Elaine 
Griffin-Singh, chairman of the Ely 
Traders’ Association, who lives above 
the shop. 

Mrs Griffin-Singh said: “It is a great 
shame and the damage is going to cost 
a fortune to repair. 

“It was only Nicholsons that was 
affected by the drain explosion, which 
is lucky on a street like Fore Hill. 


“But it does worry me that some 
heavy showers caused something this 
serious.” 

She added: “It makes me wonder 
whether the more Ely is developed, 
the less its drainage and water 
systems can cope.” 

Mrs Nicholson, who also owns a 
ladieswear shop in Holt, Norfolk, 
hopes to have her Ely shop open in 


about six weeks. 

To help customers, she is offering 
visitors to the Holt shop a 10 per cent 
discount on any purchases of autumn 
stock.

A PENSIONER who was 
just minutes from death 
after suffering a cardiac 
arrest has thanked the 
person who saved his life. 

Dennis Smith, from Soham, 
is still living today thanks to 
Magpas community first res¬ 
ponder, Carla Baldwin. 

And now the 70-year-old is 
urging members of the public 
to consider becoming a volun¬ 
teer with the emergency med¬ 
ical charily. 

Mr Smith’s heart stopped 
beating at his home on Friday, 
July 3. His wife Dilys immed¬ 
iately called 999 and an ambu¬ 
lance crew were despatched. 

But first on the scene was 
Carla, who arrived within three 
minutes of the emergency call 
being made. 

Using her Magpas training, 
she was able to revive Mr 
Smith at the scene with an 
automatic defibrillator. 

She delivered three shocks 
to the pensioner, which got his 
heart beating again and he 
started to breathe by himself. 

Mr Smith was then taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by 


ambulance and was later 
discharged. 

Mrs Smith said: “My 
husband is living proof that 
Magpas volunteers save lives. 
If it weren’t for the charity’s 
community first responder 
scheme he would not be here 
today. 

“My family is so grateful to 
Carla for saving my husband’s 
life and I would urge everyone 
to consider becoming a com¬ 


munity first responder.” 

Community first responders 
are non-medical volunteers 
who Magpas trains and equips 
so they are able to attend 
medical emergencies in their 
neighbourhood. 

The scheme has saved 
countless lives across the 
region as the responders often 
arrive before the ambulance in 
response to a 999 call. 

Magpas spokesperson, Deb¬ 


orah Florence, said: “I hope 
this inspires lots of people to 
consider becoming a Magpas 
volunteer. We have groups all 
over this area and it only takes 
a few days training to be able 
to save a life like Carla did.”

Magpas community first 
responder groups.

More staff for CAB 
to meet demands

DEBT and unemploy¬ 
ment worries are at an 
all-time high in Ely, it has 
been revealed. 

The city’s Citizens Advice 
Bureau (CAB) is under so 
much pressure it is being 
forced to take over 
additional office space and 
employ more staff. 

With its headquarters 
located on Ely's Market 
Street, CAB is now using 
cash from its own reserves to 
buy extra offices a few yards 
away, in Central Hall. 

And the charity’s bosses 
say they are seeing more and 
more people in 
“horrendous” financial 
situations on a daily basis, as 
the recession continues to 
bite. 

Beverley Howard, manager 
at Ely’s CAB, said: “We now 



have a team of 20 volunteers 
and 13 paid staff, which is 
the highest amount we have 
ever had to take on. 

“But things are the worst 
they have been and there are 
some people in Ely and the 
surrounding area in really 
horrendous positions and 
struggling.” 

So far this year, the centre 
has dealt with a 4,102 people 
who are in debt. 

That compares to 2,019 
people in total in 2007/08. 

Last year, Ely's CAB dealt 
with a total of 1,087 people 
who were unemployed. 

But already this year, there 
have been 1,113 unemployed 


people coming in. 

A total of 2,363 people 
claiming benefits have also 
been into the centre. 

Mrs Howard added: 
“Taking on more office space 
is a nerve-racking decision, 
but we have had to make it. 

“Our current office space 
is so absurdly inadequate 
that we have simply not 
been able to help all the 
people who have been 
knocking on our door in 
recent months. 

“We are a charity and 
finding the funding for the 
move is proving to be a 
major undertaking. 

“However, this situation 
cannot be allowed to 
continue at a time when our 
services are so very badly 
needed. 

“People need help and 
advice straight away - the 
prospect of losing your 
home is not something that 
can be put on the back 
burner - and we are seeing 


more and more Ely residents 
faced with this predicament 
as a result of the recession.” 

In 2007/08, the city’s CAB 
dealt with a total of 8,431 
issues. 

Eight months into 2009, 
the centre has already dealt 
with more than 9,800 issues. 

The additional office space 
will be used for training 
volunteer advisers and for 
specialist debt and benefit 
volunteers to work. 

The charity is now appeal¬ 
ing for financial help in 
furnishing the offices with 
furniture such as desks, 
computers and chairs. 

Mrs Howard said: “We 
really do need all the help we 
can get.”

SIX men were arrested 
in a house raid after 
reports of a sex attack 
and assault on two 
women.

contracted meningitis 
back in 2002 but was 
misdiagnosed by doc¬ 
tors for more than a 
week. 

As a result, the Soham 
man is still suffering 
difficult side-effects 
seven years later. 

But Mr Reader, who 
owns the town’s mem¬ 
orial masonry company, 
J. K. Memorials Ltd, 
wants to give something 
back. 

On September 20, he 
will be donning his 
trainers and travelling 
up to Newcastle to 
complete the 13-mile 
Great North Run. 

And in a bid to help as 
many meningitis suff¬ 
erers as possible, he will 
be raising money for the 
Meningitis Research 
Foundation. 

Mr Reader said: 
“Having been a sufferer 
six years ago and a 
survivor of meningitis, 
to run and raise money 
for the foundation was a 
very easy decision and I

feel very strongly about 
supporting a charity 
that I have had a 
personal experience 
with. 

“Throughout my 
school years, running 
was never easy. 

“Twenty years on, I 
now cannot wait to get 
out into the fresh air 
and appreciate every¬ 
thing that little bit more. 

“I have learnt that 
even if the disease does 
not kill you, it will affect 
you for the rest of your 
life.” 


Mr Reader hopes to 
raise £1,000 for the 
foundation and thanks 
to generous family and 
friends, is already well 
on his way. 

He is currently run¬ 
ning up to four times a 
week, as well as one 13- 
mile run on a Saturday, 
to make sure he is fit 
enough for the chall¬ 
enge. 

The 36-year-old dec¬ 
ided to take part in the 
run after being advised 
to do so by a consultant. 

One of the side effects 


that he has been left 
with after contracting 
the disease is de¬ 
pression, and his 
consultant believes the 
run will be something 
for him to focus on. 

The Meningitis Re¬ 
search Foundation relies 
on fundraising money 
to raise awareness about 
the disease, support 
victims and fund vital 
research.

Looking back 
to ’50s, not on 

Sir, Geoffrey Woollard attacks my 
support for the National Trust’s 
vision forWicken Fen. He is joined 
on the same page by Donald 
MacKay, who makes similar points 
about what he sees as a choice 
between sustaining our 
environment and producing food 
(Ely Weekly News, August 6). 

Mr Woollard’s criticisms of the 
National Trust’s vision appear to 
rest principally on his recollections 
of food rationing. While this was 
understandably an important 
driver of farm policy in the post¬ 
war years, times have moved on. 
Today the challenges bound up 
with food production are not 
simply about converting as much 
land as possible to intensive 
farming, they are linked to a whole 
range of sustainability challenges 
that were simply not on the agenda 
back in the 1950s. 

Today we must pursue the 
simultaneous promotion of 
conservation, climate change, 
natural resources, health and food 
objectives all at once - not the over- 
simplistic prioritisation of one as 
more important than the others. 
This is far more than an academic 
discussion. The world faces several 
serious and colliding trends during 
the 21st century, and they all need 
to be anticipated and managed in a 
joined-up way. Looking back to the 
post-war era and food rationing for 
the defining lesson as to how we 
manage land in the 21st century is 
simply not rational. 

If human kind is to thrive in the 
decades ahead, we must urgently 
reduce biodiversity loss, cut 
greenhouse gas emissions, 
conserve natural resources and find 
ways to produce food more 
sustainably. Industrial farming of 
the kind the Mr MacKay and 
Woollard appear to advocate is not 
sustainable, not least because of 
the impact it has on the land. The 
post-war years have seen a massive 
world-wide loss and degradation of 
soils, including in the fens where in 
some areas the once rich peat soil 
has eroded away nearly completely. 

I don’t think this is what Cornelius 
Vermuyden had in mind, but it is 
an increasingly serious 
consequence of how we have 
farmed over recent decades. 

I believe the National Trust’s 
Wicken Fen vision to be an 
important example of how we can 
rise to the modern challenge. 
Expanding the fen will protect 
biodiversity, store carbon, hold 
water, promote better health while 
impacting on food production to 
only a small degree.

Efficiency ‘mean’s no job cuts’ 


PRUDENT financial 
housekeeping has pre¬ 
vented the need for job 
cuts at East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council. 

Thousands of staff at 
local authorities up and 
down the country are 
being warned they may 
lose their job as a result of 
the recession. 

The Local Government 
Association (LGA) said last 
week that councils would 
be forced to keep cutting 
jobs in a bid to weather 
the financial storm. 

But bosses at East 
Cambs confirmed they 


would not be making any 
staff reductions. 

Cllr John Humphreys, 
chairman of the personnel 
committee, said the 
council had made 
“efficiency improve¬ 
ments” in the past which 
would avert the need for 
redundancies. 

He said: “We are taking 
advantage of good 
relationships with neigh¬ 
bouring councils to share 
workloads and staff to 
minimise the possibility 
of staff cut-backs while 
still keeping costs to a 
minimum. 


“These steps and our 
previous efficiency im¬ 
provements over many 
years have enabled us to 
avoid staff reductions 
until now and we plan to 
come through the 
recession well placed to 
maintain excellent 
services.” 

The council’s con¬ 
fidence comes just days 
after the LGA vice- 
chairman, Sir Jeremy 
Beecham, estimated town 
halls would face a £4 
billion deficit in income 
compared to two years 
ago. 


Man is back in 
court after 
hitting landlord 


A DRUG addict 
waiting to be 
sentenced for poss¬ 
ession of cannabis 
plants has now app¬ 
eared in court on an 
assault charge.

Sneezing and coughing 
brought me to my knees 


Reporter JORDAN DAY is back at work at the Weekly News after a week 
battling swine flu. Here he describes his ordeal.

B EING the molly¬ 
coddled 21-year- 
old that I am, still 
living at home, a sneeze 
or a cough does tend to 
escalate into being man 
flu. 

So with no mum there to 
bring hot water bottles to my 
side and no dad to offer some 
reassurance, having swine flu 
was, quite frankly, horrendous. 

With the parents sunning 
themselves abroad, it was just 
me, the dog, a packet of 
Tamiflu and enough Jeremy 
Kyle characters to put you off 
daytime television for life. 

‘It’, which I appropriately 
nicknamed ‘The Swine’, all 
started last Monday with a 
sneeze which made me feel 
like my head was going to 
explode. 

I generally felt exhausted as 
well, but I just put this down to 
over-indulgence at the 
weekend, which usually makes 
everything about Mondays 
drag. 

But this was different. 

Over the next 24 hours I felt 
more and more shattered - no 
matter how much sleep I got. 
My whole body was aching, 



especially my arms, and by 
Tuesday evening I had 
developed a dry, tickly cough, 
which woke me up throughout 
the night. 

Feeling groggy, I dragged 
myself out of bed on 
Wednesday morning and 
somehow, drove the 45 
minutes into work. 

I hate not feeling my 
normal, bright self, and having 
time off work, sitting around 
doing nothing. 

But by Wednesday 
afternoon, I was sneezing and 
coughing non-stop, my throat 
was agony and I could have 
quite easily fallen asleep at my 
desk. 

I decided to call the NHS Flu 
Line. 

I didn’t think I had swine flu 
but with the hype surrounding 
the virus, there was a niggling 
fear at the back of my mind. 

The call operator was 
extremely helpful and warned 
that if I felt any worse I should 
call 999 immediately. Great. 

He then read out a long list 
of symptoms to which I had to 
reply yes or no, depending on 
whether I had them. 

It turned out I had all of the 
symptoms of swine flu, minus 
the sickness and diarrhoea. 

My heart started to race a bit 
as the operator said he was 
ordering Tamiflu for me. It had 
to be collected from Wisbech 


by a ‘flu friend’, which to her 
horror, turned out to be my 
cousin, Lauren. 

I was also ordered to stay at 
home until I had taken all my 
medication. 

I must admit, I did feel 
baffled after putting the phone 
down. 

Somehow, a sore throat and 
cough had been labelled as 
something that I had read 
people had died from. 

Had I been diagnosed with 
swine flu or had I just been 
given tablets for symptoms 
that could also apply to swine 
flu? 

But the words from my boss, 
‘Go home now’, certainly drove 
the message home. 

I spent the next two days 
confined to my bed or the sofa. 

I was to take two tablets 
each day, for five days, avoid 
contact with people and drink 
as many fluids as I could. 

Thankfully the tablets 
worked quickly. By Friday 
evening, I could feel myself 
getting better and by Saturday, 
I was able to walk around and 
get out into the garden. 

Unlike many reports I’d read 
about people being sick, the 
tablets did not affect me either. 

By Monday, I was back at 
work and despite everyone in 
the office avoiding me like the 
plague, I felt back to normal. 

It is now eight days since the 


diagnosis and my energy levels 
are back up and it feels great to 
swallow without it hurting. 

My advice to anyone with 


any flu-like symptoms would 
be to call the NHS Flu Line 
immediately on 0800 1513100 
and see what they say.

Harvest now, eat later 


IT’S a gardeners' dilemma at 
harvest time: pick your 
vegetables when they’re tender 
and your fruit when it’s just 
ripe, eat as much as you can, 
give some away - and then 
what do you do with the rest? 

Most families cannot manage 
all the crops they have grown this 
season, so end up with harvests 
lurking at the bottom of the 
freezer months later. 

But some crops harvested 
throughout the summer can be 
enjoyed in the winter months, 
provided you store them properly 

You can freeze raspberries in a 
single layer on metal trays. Once 
frozen, the fruits should be 
transferred to polythene bags or 
plastic boxes, which makes them 
easier to separate when required. 

Redcurrants and blackcurrants 
also make useful fruits in the 
winter, and should be frozen in 
the same way as raspberries. 

Anyone who has ever tried to 
freeze strawberries will know they 
usually end up a soggy mess 
during the defrosting process. 


The answer is to puree them 
before freezing. 

There are many vegetables that 
will freeze well, including dwarf 
French beans, garden peas, broad 
beans and mangetout. They 
should be frozen in small 
quantities, so each time you take 
out a bag it will do for a meal. 

Cauliflower and calabrese can 
also be frozen. Separate into 
florets, freezing on metal trays 
before transferring to a bag. 


If you want to store vegetables 
for longer than a month, blanch 
them first before cooling them 
quickly in a bowl of iced water. 

To freeze spinach, it’s best to 
cook it first, removing the stalks. 
Squeeze to eliminate the excess 
water, then roll into balls and 
freeze. 

Freeze coriander, basil, mint, 
parsley and thyme in ice-cube 
trays. Blanch sprigs of herbs until 
the colour intensifies, then chop 
roughly and transfer into indivi¬ 
dual compartments of the ice¬ 
cube tray. They should then be 
covered with water and frozen 
before being transferred to bags. 

Alternatively, pack the herbs 
into butter and freeze that, or add 
them to flavour olive oil. 

Tomatoes don’t freeze well, but 
the answer again is to skin them. 
Pour boiling water over the fruit, 
leave for a few minutes and the 
skin should come off easily. 

And if you run out of space in 
your freezer, remember that 
potatoes, carrots, parsnips, leeks 
and sprouts can be left in the 
ground or on the plant until 
required in the winter.

Woolies store still 
waiting on tenant 


ALMOST nine months after the 
collapse of much-loved high 
street chain Woolworths, Ely’s 
city centre store still remains 
empty. 

And fears for the future of the derelict 
shopping space have been raised, 
following the news that the majority of 
former Woolies stores in the region have 
been filled. 

In St Ives, the empty store was taken 
over by a warehouse clearance shop and 
frozen food chain Iceland took over 
spaces in Haverhill and St Neots. 

Newmarket’s former Woolworths shop 
was taken over by bargain store, QD. 

But Ely’s store, located on Market 
Place, is still empty and making the city 
centre look “depressing”, according to 
the city’s mayor. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs is calling for 
action over the derelict site before it 
sinks into a state of disrepair. 

He told the Weekly News : “I, like so 
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many others, are disappointed that this 
empty space is being wasted. 

“I understand its large size makes it 
difficult for some potential buyers but it 
is in such a prime location and should 
be being used. 

“Other empty Woolworths stores have 
been taken over so I am confused as to 
why ours has not.” 

Since its closure, a number of ideas 
have been raised as to how the empty 
premises could be used. 

Ambitious market traders called for it 
to be transformed into a bumper indoor 
market, although at the time, Elaine 
Griffin-Singh, chairman of the Ely 
Traders’ Association, said they were 
simply “dreaming” over the prospect. 

Ely’s former mayor, Cllr Sheila Friend- 
Smith, also believed the premises would 
make a good communal area for 
community activities until a permanent 


solution was found. 

But still the store stands empty. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “We need to start 
pushing this now to make sure some¬ 
thing is done. 

“Its current state is shabby and it is 
making the city centre look depressing. 

“Even if it does not get taken over by 
another retail branch, we could make it 
open to the local community, but what 
for I am not sure. 

“A community theatre is an option but 
there are plenty out there.” 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
has also vowed to support any business 
which is interested in taking over the 
store. 

A spokesman said: “A vibrant city 
centre is important for the economic 
well-being of Ely, and the district 
council is committed to supporting 
businesses and improving the prosp¬ 
erity of the areas.” 

Woolworths was unavailable for 
comment. 



‘Practised liar’ 
given six years 

A RAPIST from Soham has been jailed for six 
years. 

lason Edwards, 37, was convicted of rape, 
sexual assault and assault and sentenced at 
Cambridge Crown Court last Thursday 

The offences took place in Ely in April 
2008. 

On his release from jail, Edwards, of 
Rosebay Gardens, will remain on the sex 
offenders register for life. 

Det Con Kathy Gordon, who led the case, 
said: “I am pleased with the sentence given 
to Edwards and the decision to place him on 
the sex offenders’ register for the rest of his 
life. 

“Edwards was a practised liar and 
admitted to lying to police during his 
interview. My thoughts now go out to the 
victim and I hope that in time she is able to 
move on from this horrendous attack.”

They say dogs are a man’s best friend 
but, in Barrie Hawkins’ case, it’s the 
other way round: he’s the best friend a 
hound could have. Alice Ryan finds out 
why. 



STANDING in his front 
garden, Barrie Hawkins 
is flanked by a pair of 
enormous German 
Shepherds. One, the size 
of a small horse, is 
standing up and 
wagging his tail as if he 
can't wait to be 
introduced. The other, 
missing an eye, sits 
shyly beside his master. 

Giving the second dog a 
reassuring pat, it’s clear Barrie 
is perfectly in tune with his 
animals. After more than a 
decade working in dog rescue, 
that’s little surprise. 

“We do it because we love 
dogs,” says Barrie simply. “I 
can’t explain it any better than 
that.” 

Barrie and his wife Dorothy, 
who live in Coveney, have 
been rescuing big dogs - 
mostly German Shepherds - 
for 14 years. Both college 
tutors by profession, they run 
the rescue in their spare time; 
it is, admits Barrie, a real 
labour of love. 

Although the couple have 
always loved animals, dogs in 
particular, Barrie says they fell 
into the rescue business quite 
by accident: after their own 
Shepherd, Elsa, died, they 
were asked to foster a rescue 
called Rebel, found tethered 
on a garage forecourt. After 
that, one thing led to another. 

Barrie has just written a 
book about their first year in 
dog rescue: called Twenty 
Wagging Tales, it is already 
flying off the shelves in 
bookstores across the 
country. In fact, the book has 
proved so popular in the UK it 
is about to publish in the 
States too (under the title Tea 
and Dog Biscuits). 

“Every dog has its own 
tale,” laughs Barrie. “And 
we’ve rescued hundreds of 
them, literally hundreds. 

Some of their stories are very 
sad; others are really funny. 

“I do talks to various 
groups, to tell them about the 
rescue, and several people 
came up to me afterwards 
and said ‘You know, you 
should write a book’.” 

Twenty Wagging Tales, 
published by Summersdale, is 
the result. A chatty and 
engaging memoir, packed 
with amusing anecdotes, 
Barrie says he compiled the 
book by recording his 
memories on to tape, then 
transcribing them. 

The story begins with the 
Hawkins’ first official 
rehoming project: a huge, 
black Shepherd called Monty. 
“Dorothy was in 
Addenbrooke’s at the time,” 
explains Barrie. “She had to 
have major surgery and, to be 


honest, we weren’t at all sure 
she was going to be all right... 

“It sounds so dramatic, but 
we were outside the theatre 
and we started to talk about 
what I would do if she didn’t 
pull through. It was her idea: 
she said ‘Don’t waste your life. 
Rescue dogs’.” 

By the time Dorothy 
returned home, after a tough 
six weeks in hospital, Barrie 
had taken in two unwanted 
hounds: Monty and Pearl, a 
white Shepherd. 

Monty arrived on the 
doorstep early one morning; 
his then owner, who felt he 
couldn’t cope, had heard a 
rumour Barrie was going to 
start a dog rescue. Within a 
matter of days, Pearl’s owner 
was on the phone: diagnosed 
with terminal cancer, she 
wanted to find her beloved 
pet a home before she died. 

“Dogs come to us for all 
kinds of reasons,” says Barrie. 
“Some people buy a cute little 
puppy and, when it grows up 
into an adult Shepherd, feel 
they can’t cope. Others come 
to us because their owners 
have divorced or moved 
house; some have been 
abandoned or grossly 
neglected. 

“It’s always sad. But it’s 
wonderful when they find a 
new home with an owner who 
loves them: in many cases, 
they become different dogs.” 

Funding the rescue 
themselves, along with 
donations from people who 
adopt their dogs, Barrie and 
Dorothy admit it can be 
challenging at times - 
physically, emotionally and 
financially. 

“At one time we had up to 
eight dogs, along with three of 
our own,” explains Barrie, 
who’s converted a barn 
behind the house into kennel 
space. “But you can imagine 
how quickly the vet bills 
mounted up; it used to make 
me feel quite sick! Neither of 
us is money-oriented, but we 
need to be able to pay the 
mortgage. Now we stick to 
three or four at any one time.” 

One of the hardest parts of 
the job is, adds Barrie, saying 
no. When someone calls up, 
telling of an unwanted or 
abandoned hound, he admits 
it is “murder” to steel himself 
and say “No, sorry, we’re full”. 

Among the most harrowing 


experiences is, Barrie 
continues, dealing with 
cruelty cases. In his office, he 
still has photographs of one of 
the most severe: a skeletal 
dog, almost totally bald and 
suffering from a chronic skin 
infection, Barrie says even a 
gentle stroke made him bleed. 

“Friend was the second- 
worst cruelty case we’ve ever 
had,” continues Barrie. “He 
looked as if he was 100 years 
old when he arrived. When he 
came to leave he was so 
healthy. I’d grown very close 
to him, so much so that I 
couldn’t bear to be there 
when he left. 

“It is awful to see them look 
out of the car window as 
they’re driven off, as if to say: 
‘Why are you sending me 
away? You looked after me...’ 
- but that’s all part of the job.” 

Occasionally, Barrie and 
Dorothy do decide to keep a 
dog - like the one-eyed Zeus 
who, after months of trying, 
they just couldn’t rehome. 
“One woman said: ‘Oh no, I 
couldn’t bear looking at his 
face’,” recounts Barrie. “I felt 
like saying: ‘Well it’s not much 
fun looking at yours’.” 

Shiloh - the Shepherd the 
size of a Shetland pony - is 
another rescue the couple 
decided to adopt themselves. 
“He’s a real gentle giant,” 
laughs Barrie. 

Barrie says, being a large 
guard breed, German 
Shepherds have got an unfair 
reputation for being 
aggressive. In fact, they are 
officially the most popular 
breed of dog in the world. 

But there is a high rate of 
abandonment: Barrie once 
rescued a five-month-old 
Shepherd who had already 
had five different homes. 

“I have been bitten, and 
more than once,” he admits. 
“But, by the time a lot of dogs 
come to us, they are very 
frightened; it takes time to 
build their trust.” 

On advice from a police 
dog handler, Barrie has 
learned that the best way to 
handle a hostile dog is 
actually to squat down to 
their level and look at them 
eye to eye. 

“When you’re standing 
over them it’s threatening,” 
he explains. 

“But it can be a bit 
daunting to put your face 


level with theirs when they’re 
baring their teeth ...” 

When a dog arrives, Barrie 
says he and Dorothy take 
their time getting to know it. 
Over time, they address all 
kinds of issues - from health 
problems to socialising. 
Getting a dog ready for a new 
home can take months. 

“One of the funniest things 
I’ve seen was a 12-year-old 


Shepherd who we rehomed 
not far from here,” recounts 
Barrie, who says the dogs live 
to between 10 and 12. “It was 
quite an old dog, but it had 
got a whole new lease of life. I 
saw it walking its owner up 
the road - it was running 
along, with its owner running 
along behind. 

“There have been times 
when we’ve said: ‘We can’t do 


this any more’ and had a 
break,” admits Barrie. “But 
we always come back to it. 
These dogs all deserve a new 
start, a good home and an 
owner to love them. To be 
able to find them all that is 
very rewarding.”

THE world-renowned 
Shakespeare’s Globe Theatre 
is leaving its Bankside home 
for two weeks this month to 
visit Cambridge for the very 
first time, bringing a double bill 
of two of Shakespeare’s most¬ 
loved plays to entertain 
outdoor crowds in the 
sumptuous settings of the 
Master’s Garden, Emmanuel 
College. 

A small troupe of versatile actors 
will present “exuberant, energetic, 
stripped-down versions” of two of 
Shakespeare’s most sparkling 
comedies - The Comedy of Errors 
and A Midsummer Night’s Dream in 
this beautiful open air setting, reviving 
the old Globe principles of outdoor 
playing and Renaissance touring 
theatre. 

A Renaissance spin on a Roman 
story by Plautus, The Comedy of 
Errors is a short and boisterous 
comedy which takes place during one 
manic day of misadventures. Take one 
pair of estranged twins (both called 
Antipholus) and one pair of twin 
servants (both called Dromio), keep 
them in ignorance of each other and 
throw them into a city with a 
reputation for sorcery and you have 
the chief ingredients for theatrical 
chaos. 

With its enchanting mix of romance 
and magic, A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream has a strong claim to being the 
most beloved of all Shakespeare’s 
plays. Hermia loves Lysander and 
Helena loves Demetrius - but 
Demetrius is supposed to be marrying 
Hermia. 

When the Duke of Athens tries to 


enforce the marriage, the lovers take 
refuge in the woods outside the city, 
and walk into the midst of a dispute 
between the king and queen of the 
fairies. So, too, does a group of 
amateur actors rehearsing a play. 
Between the angry fairies, the 
bumbling players and the dazed 
lovers, flies Puck armed with a potion 
capable of making anyone fall for the 
first person they set eyes upon - no 
matter how unsuitable the match... 

Under the leadership of artistic 
director Dominic Dromgoole, 
Shakespeare’s Globe theatre season 
plays in repertory from April to 
October annually, and has gained an 
international reputation for 
performance excellence. 

Over the past two years the Globe 
has extended its work to reach 


audiences around the country with its 
touring productions, to widespread 
acclaim. 

“The Globe was born out of a 
touring company culture, and that 
culture remained vital to it while it 
flourished,” says Dromgoole. “We are 
delighted to be exploring again the 
tradition of taking Shakespeare into 
non-theatrical spaces.”

Planting bulbs in the autumn

■ Allium ‘Silver Spring’ - A recent 
introduction from Israel, the white 
lollipop flowers on 75cm stems are 
unique, with each floret sporting a 
distinctive deep-pink centre.

It’s not only medicinal but the 
coneflower, which is closely 
related to the rudbeckia, looks 
great too. 

It brightens up beds and 
borders with its daisy-like flowers 
in shades of purple, pink and 
white, with contrasting coloured 
central cones. 

These tall perennials from dry 
prairies and open woodland look 
fantastic in the late summer 
border, as the central cone of the 
flower stands proud of its petals. 

The flowers last for around two 
months and also make great cut 
flowers. 

They make good companions 
for other late-flowering perennials 
including rudbeckias and sedums, 
while the seedheads also look 
good in the winter. 

Its coneflowers are also pollen- 
rich, so will attract plenty of bees 
and butterflies. 

They need deep, fertile, well- 
drained soil with added organic 
matter and do best in full sun. 

When the flowers fade, cut the 
stems back to encourage more 
blooms. 

Clumps can be divided in spring 
or autumn, and root cuttings 
taken in late autumn. 

Good varieties include E 
Purpurea ‘Magnus’, which grows 
to 1.5 metres high and produces 
whopping 18cm deep-pink 
flowers from midsummer to early 
autumn. E purpurea ‘Green Edge’ 
produces creamy white flower- 
heads with a green central cone.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

“On a personal level 
I’m disappointed for 
Jayne as she’s a very good 
friend, but it was very 
difficult to get into the 
squad. 

“Everybody was in 
contention, so I’m sure 
the selectors had a hard 
time actually deciding 
who would be in the final 
six. 

“We’ve got a training 
camp over the August 
bank holiday and that’s 
where we’ll sort out the 
programme building up 
to the Commonwealth 
Games.”
